The Senate Votes Against Further 
Tariff Legislation. 


No Action Will Be Taken on the Sep- 
arate House Bills, 


BOTH OF THE MISSOURI SENATORS 
NUMBERED WITH THE SIXTEEN. 


Free Sugar, Coal and Iren Ore Must 
. Wait Until the Next Sessien of Cen- 
grese—The Senate Auxious te Adjourn 
—Shermar Lecteres the Democrats en 
Their Blanders. 


WasnHINncTor, D. C., Aug. 18.—When Sen- 
ator Harris’ resolution for the appointment 
of Senator White of California to the va- 
cancy on the Finance Committee 
was laid before the Senate at 12:15, Mr. 
Manderson (Rep., Neb.) said there would be 
obDjection to the resolution to-day and that 
the opposition contained no refiection upon 
the Senator from California (Mr. White). 

Mr. Hill concurred with Mr. Manderson and 
expressed the hope that the resolution would 
be passed. It was then adopted without 
division. The Murphy resolution, declaring 
against further tariff legislation, went over 
temporarily at the request of Mr. Gorman. 

The resolution of Mr. Gray (Dem., Del.) in- 
structing the Finance Committee to report 
back the free sugar din with an 
amendment to strike out the one-eighth dif- 
ferentialon refined sugar was laid before 
the Senate. 

Mr. Manderson offerefan amendment, in- 
structing the committee to report an amend- 
ment providing for the sugar bounty of the 
existing law. 

Vice-President Stevenson held that the 
vote should befirst taken on Mr. Mander- 
son's amendment to instruct the committee 
to report back an amendm en 
to the free sugar Dill providing for the Mc. 
Kinley bounty on raw domestic sugars. 

Great interest was manifestedin the roll- 
cali. The two Louisiana Senators and 
three Populists voted in favor of the 
Manderson gamendment. The Manderson 
amendment providing for the 
MeKinley bounty ia the free sugar 
bill was carried 21 to 20, 
the point of no quorum being then raised, the 
roll was again called. 

The call developed the presence of fifty- 
four Senators, eleven more than a quorum. 

At the request of Senator Gorman the 
Gray-Manderson resolution was temporarily 
laid aside, Senator Aldrich stating that he 
thougut a voting quorum would appear in 
two hours. 

Senator Murphy of New York then called 
up his resolution declaring against further 
tariff legislation at this ses- 
sion. Mr. Murphy offered an amend- 
ment to his resolution declaring it 
to be the sense of the Senate that no further 
tarim® legislation should be considered at 
this session, and that it was ad- 
visable to adjourn at the i earliest 


possible moment, Without a werd of 
debate the vote was takenon the resolution 
as modified, and it was passed—?27 to 16.

The Court Holds That Even if McCormick 
Was Overreached in Settling With the 
Water Department fer His Work, He 
Cannot Now Repudiate the Settle- 
ment Me Made—Court News. 


Judge Klein to-day sustained the report of 
Referee A. N. Crane in the case of Richard P. 
McCormick, the contractor, vs. The City of 
St. Louls. McCormick was engaged in con- 
structing the inlet tunnel for the new Water- 
works atthe Chain of Rocks, and wer > 
that the Water Department d 
taken advantage of him in settling 
his claims by embodying wrong sums in the 
estimates of moneys paid him, and he was 
thus misled into accepting a settlement. 
The referee found in favor of the city, and in 
sustaining him the Judge stated that Mc- 
Cormick may have considered at the time 
that he was overreached—‘‘nay, he 
may have even been overreached 
in fact, still the law treats 


the matter as settled, and will not permit 
either party to it to repudiate or avoid it, 
except for fraud or mistakes that induced 
the making of the settlemest. 


Suit Over Injuries. 


John William Howard to-day began an 
action in the Cireuit Court against James 
Stewart & Co., to recover $7,301.50. Howard 
alleges that on July 18 last he was employed

THE KELLY REMBART. 

The forty or fifty men who compose the 
remnant of Kelly’s Army are now 
stranded in St, Louls, dependent upon 
charity for food and transportation to 
their homec. The workingmen of the city 
are keeping them from starving, but are 
unable to do more. 

These men are elderly men who are both 
unwilling and unable to adopt the tramp’s 
method of stealing rides on railway trains 
and foraging for food. They want to 
go home and go to work. What- 
ever the folly which led them into 
thelr present deplorable situation 
it is an act both of common 
humanity and good policy to preserve 
them from the desperation of starvation 
and to send them to their homes, where 
they may elther find employment or be 
taken care of. 

If the city authorities and the railroad 
officials will do nothing for them, the 
people of St. Louis must take up the bur- 
den and save them from the necessity 
of choosing between starvation-and crime. 
Common charity urges the raising of a 
sufficient fund to send them home and 
supply them with food. 


THE PATH OF DESTRUCTION. 


All that Col. Kerens says about church 
bigotry in politics and the menace an alli- 
ance with it offers to the Republican party 
is true. But he must take his medicine 
and join hands with what he calls ‘‘the 
sandbaggers of politics’’ if he retains his 
affiliation with his party organization in 
this State. 

Any attempt to divorce the forces of 
intolerance from Missouri Republicanism 
is now hopeless. The opportunity tocut 
loose from that damaging compact passed 
with the crushing of all resolutions con-

Rev. Dr. Beverly Carradine, the well 
known Southern Methodist minister, who 
will be remembered asthe pastor of Cen- 
tenary and First Methodist Churches, arrived 
in the city this morning. At 3 o’clock 
this afternoon, he began a sermon on ‘‘Holi- 
ness or Sanctification’’ at the De Hodiamont 
camp meeting. He will preachon the same 
subject atthe meeting to-night, and again 
to-morrow at lla, m. and s p. m. Dr. Car- 
radine is hoarse, because for the past two 
months he has preached to camp 
meetings in Kentucky, Texas, Int 
noise and Ohio, He is now an 


evangelist and has no pastoral charge. He 
bas calls to address meetings in twenty- 
eight States, and he willresume his travels 
after a week’s rest in the city with his 
family, Dr. Carradine came to the city 
from Mt. Blanchard, O., where a large camp 
meeting was held. or to that he preacned 
tos large congregations in tented taber- 
nacies at Ashland, III., Waco, Tex., and 
Kuttawa, Ky. Dr. Carradine believes that 
the popularity of the camp meeting asa 
means of evangelization in sum- 
mer increasing among Metho- 
dists Instead 0 Giminishing, 
The meetings which Dr. Carradine addressed 
were alikein this. that all of them were for 
the purpose of advancing and spreading the 
Goctrine of holiness or sanctification. 
They were therefore called holiness meet- 
ings. This dogma has not a more enthus!i-. 
astic exponent than Dr. Carradine, who 
used to wax eloguent in defense of it 
when some of his local Methodist 
brethren of the cloth assailed it; for not all 
Methodist believe in the doctrine of holiness. 
It is a Delief that there are two 
Kinds of sin, rsonal or actual sin 

and inherited sin. The latter is not removed 
in regeneration, but by a second work of 
grace called sanctification. God is 
said to destruy inherited sin, 
but this does not mean that the 
sanctified one cannot sin or be tempted, for 
free moral agency remains. The disposition 
to sin is said to be removed. and those who 
have received holiness profess to have an 
experience of unbroken purity, rest and 
love, Dr. Carradine delights in illuminating 
this dogma. The former pastor of Centenary 
and First Church oceupies @ position which is 
anomalous to persons not acquainted with 
the regulations of the Methodist Church. 
Althougk, as an evangelist, he 16 travelin 

constantly, he is known as a loca 
preacher; whereas when he was 
a pastor in this city he belonged to 
the traveling connection, that is he was sub- 
ject to transfer by the bishop each year. As 
a local preacher he isa memberof the First 
Methodist Church, and is not subject 
to the annual conference at which the 
bishop presidesand directs the pastors as 
to where they will labor for the ensuing 
year. After his visit in St. Louis, Dr. Car- 
radine will go tolowa, Kentucky, Mississippi. 
North Oarolina and Tennessee.
